The Times Tokyo correspondant-hag had an 
interview with Count Katsura, ‘the Japanese 
Promier. Discussing the war and the domestic, 
financial, and political conditions of the country, 
tho Premior aaid:-— ~ 

“To ensure peace in the East and safoguard 
our national oxistence is the-aim and- purpore 
of our Finpire. No sacrifice, shall be too greut 
for successfully effecting this purpose. Russia, 
besides. violating her pledges in Manchuria, 
crowned her overbearing aggressive policy by 
extending her arms to the Korean peninauld, 
We ware most solicitous of proserving peace. 
but we had no alternative. War was toreod 
npon us. Throughout the nogotiations before 
the outbreak of hostilities Kussin taintoin-

ved ‘a hanghty, overbearing attitudy which 


has latterly ‘bean shown to ba inadequately 
gapporleidl hy her military strength... Russia 
allowed herself to be- deveived, and slight- 
ed our Empire. Russia ‘vevor polieved that 
Japan. would draw the aword in war. After 
aaffering repeated defeats by land and. sea our 
opponents percaived . their mistake, and, dis- 
covering: the seriousness of the situation, bogan 
to take adequate measures, The case with tvs 
was different, We were éver alive to tho Reri- 
ousness-of the situation, and were prepared for 
emergencies, Russin must seo that the war 
cannot be concluded by the issnes of a few bat- 
tles.

* ‘The domestic conditions of Japan fire highly 
satisfactory, The history of our Diet may be 
sumed up by saying that from the first it has set 
jtself firmly in opposition to the Government's 
own financial questions, After my appointment 
as Premier the friction became increasingly 
violent.

a culm attitude, and diigontly pursne their 
occupations. They continue their frugal habits 
and have sacrificed no productive energy. Our 
crops this year exceed the average value by 
100,000,000 "yen (£10,000,000). Our foreign 
trade shows an improvement as compired with 
last year, aud is expected to reach a total of 
700,000,000 yen (£70,000,000). The. prices af 
commodities have slightly increased, Vut the 
financial and economic conditions remain 
unaffected. This has probably surprised the 
enemy, for it exceeds our own oxpectations. We 
are. redoubling our energios and are working 
diligently, living frugally, 
with the war unhesitatingly.”
